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PREFACE 

This is a syllabus of studies — of subjects — ^not lectures, althou^ lectures 
may be employed from time to time in the course of instruction, and has been 
prepared for students who are already familiar with the outlines of mediaeval 
history. The topics have been selected with special reference to the institutions 
and civilization of the Middle Ages, and with the aim to stimulate the student 
to think for himself and to direct his reading. The references range from 
those of the simpler sort to those of a larger nature, some of which are designed 
as a guide to investigation of the particular subject deeper than may be neces- 
sary for the class to go, or even to assist the studeijt in after reading. With 
few exceptions all the references are to works in English; but many of the books 
dted will be of guidance to the student if he should desire to consult French 
and German works. I have attempted, however, to familiarize the student 
indirectly with works in other languages, by reference to many book reviews 
in the English Historical Review and the American Historical Review, In 
the compilation of these to|)ics, much assistance has been received from the 
various syllabi listed on another page, to the authors of which I wish to express 
my thanks. I have also had the use of the manuscript syllabus, pertaining 
to the Renaissance of Professor E. L. Stevenson of Rutgers College, whose 
kindness is herewith acknowledged.
